Eclipses, 1873.—There will be four Eclipses this year, 
as follows: 

1 • A Total Eclipse of the Moon, May 12th, in the mor¬ 
ning, visible west of Boston, and west of Chicago the total 
phase will be visible. The Moon will set in all of the 
United States with the Eclipse upon it. except near the 
Pacific coast. At Boston, the Partial Eclipse begins at 4I1. 
46m. in the morning; at New-York, at 4 h. 34m ; at Wash¬ 
ington, at 4h. 22m.; at Buffalo, at 4 h. 15m.; at Detroit, at 
3h. 58m.; at Chicago, at 3I1. 40m., Total at 4 h. 45m. ; at 
St. Louis, at 3I1. 29m., Total at4h. 34m. 

II. A Partial Eclipse of Tie Sun, May 26th, invisible, 
except a very small Eclipse, at sunrise, in Maine and in part 
ot New Hampshire and Vermont. 

III. A Total Eclipse of the Moon, Nov. 4 th, invisible in 
the States east of Kansas. 

IV. A Partial Eclipse of the Sun, Nov. 19th, invisible. 

Morning Stars. Venus, after May 5th. Mars, until 

January 17th. Jupiter, after Sept. 4 th. Saturn, from 
January 13th to April 22d. 

Evening Stars. Venus, until May 5th. Mars, after 
January 17th. Jupiter, until Sept 4th. Saturn, until 
January 13th, and after April 22d. 

Planets Brightest. Mercury, January 8th, May 6th, 
Sept. 2d, rising then before the Sun; also, March 15th, 
July 13th, and Nov. 7th. setting then soon after the Sun. 
Venus, March 29th and June 10th. Mars, April 27th. 
Jupiter, February 1 4 th. Saturn, July 21st.
